STATEMENT TO THE CITIZENS 


In yesterday's talk \\e cndeavorc.l to .?i\ e some information bearing 


on the street lighting contract and its relation to our application for Gas 
Rate increase. This was prompted by the statements of some of our 
best known citizens that the public in general knew very little about this 
contract. To any one interested further we will cheerfully extend the 
privilege of reading the entire contract if they will but call at our office 
and make the request. We wish ju>t to ernphasi/e our interpretation of 
this contract when the cit\. during normal business and financial times, 
requested concessions. The first was that in 1914. "in spite of the pro- 
vision that all additions above 240 arc lamps were to be paid for at regu- 
lar prices, we voluntarily reduced the price of each arc lamp $5.00 per 
year, making a net saving to the city of over $2,000.00 per year-'' Again 
in 1916. "at the request of the Board of Public Works, and without re- 
course to the terms of our contract, we willingly cut out of service 45 
arc lamps. This reduction in lamps not only made a serious reduction 
in income, but took out of service practically 1 10th of the equipment" 
used to operate the street lighting system. This was in normal financial 
times. 


Xow in these abnormal and unthought of times v.'c are asking the 


city to interpret this contract in a broad and fair minded manner, not 
because we did it but in the interest of fairness and we believe justice to a 
Utility which has always acted with the interests of the city at heart A 
prosperous and progre5:-nc Utility mcan« a prosperous and progressive 
Kingston. A siancd Utility means a deadened and retrogressive 
Kingston. 


At the time of our concession on the contract the city had no vh«l 


inicre^ at stake. Had we refused thc^c concessions no ill effects would 
liavc bee" produced. This Company, however, will be scriou«3v affected 
by ilic final rcJ«<al of the City to allow «< 1.0 file an increased rale for 
Ga*.. Mifcjcci to the approval of ihe PwMic Service Commission, The 
("ommJ'.Mon. iforoueh Ihe :ncans of reports filed reguforiy willa it can and 
v«i!l iery «pid.h dc«crsi:inc on tlic merit* oi oi:r case and tlncSr trained 
ficctwntattis can Jwlcl3:sjcnily verify OHT operating co<t< for this vcar. 
Arc we unreasonable in asking to have ihe Commission verify our state- 
ments?

They have not 
made any effort to carry out this request of ours with the result that the 
case has been decided against us with uo opportunity giver, for substantia- 
tion of oinr statements. Is this fair? Is it American spirit: the spirit of 
fair play that has made this country bag?

Have you ever thought of the amount of money we return to tht 


City yearly? Ho\v many business houses in Kingston turn back W% of 
their Gross Receipts in taxes? During this same period our Net Corpor- 
ate Income as reported to the Public Service Commission has decreased 
S3.960.00. If we had been allowed to retain as surplus some of the 
amounts represented by increased taxes we might have drawn on that 
surplus to tide us over our present condition. But when any possible 
attempt to accumulate a surplus is nullified and in our case negatived, 
then our only recourse is in increased income through the medium of in. 
creased rates to meet our constantly increasing operating expenses. 


That our old rate for gas was fair is proven by comparison with 


adjoining cities. We have for years past sold gas in Kingston at a price 
5 cents per thousand 3css than our neighbors down the river and sine* 
March these same cities have been charging 30 cents per thousand more 
than the Kingston rate. Docs not this indicate that we have alwavs 
given the City and citizens every benefit in spite of higher investment 
costs per customer, due to the scattered territory rcprcscjutcd bv Kings- 
ton limits as -well as smaller volume oi business on this ajjcreased invest- 
ment? 


The City Authorities in these dries believed that the interests of the 


city and citizens demanded relief for the Utility and without objection 
passed the case to the Commission as the competent body to judge its 
merits,
